To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  and  School  District  Officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Polls  will  remain  open  until  six  thirty  of  the  clock  in  the  after- 
noon. 

The  Business  Meeting  will  be  called  to  order  at  seven  of  the  clock 
in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.   To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Town 
Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  Overseer  of  Welfare,  and  reports  of  all  agents, 
committees  and  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  act  in  any  way  relating 
thereto.

Amend  ARTICLE  XIV,  SECTION  K,  to  read:  Right  of  Way  and  private  way 
All  town,  state,  and  federal  highways,  rights  of  way  dedicated  to 
public  use,  and  the  land  on  either  side  of  same  as  covered  by 
statutes  to  determine  the  widths  of  rights  of  way;  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  set-back  distances  only  a  right  of  way  shall  be  con- 
strued to  include  a  private  right  of  way  which  provides  access  to 
two  (2)  or  more  properties. 

Amend  ARTICLE  III,  SECTION  B  to  read:  A  permit  from  the  Planning 
Board  shall  be  required  by  the  property  owner  for  earth  removal  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  155-E  as  amended.  (This 
amendment  is  necessary  because  of  a  change  in  the  State  Law  pertain- 
ing to  gravel  and  earth  removal) . 

Amend  ARTICLE  X  to  read:  This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  vote 
at  any  legal  Town  Meeting  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  R. 
S.A.  31:63-a  as  amended.   (BY  BALLOT) 

ARTICLE  25.   To  take  up  any  matter  that  may  properly  come  before 
this  meeting.

TRANSMITTAL  AND  COMMENTARY  LETTER 

Board  of  Selectmen 

Town  of  Rindge

Members  of  the  Board: 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and 
account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Rindge  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1980,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon,  dated  May  29,  1981.   As  part 
of  our  examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  system  of  inter- 
nal accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evalu- 
ate the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish 
a  basis  for  reliance  thereon  in  determining  the  nature,  timing  and 
extent  of  other  such  auditing  procedures  that  are  necssary  for  express- 
ing an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements.   Such  study  and  evaluation 
disclosed  the  following  conditions  that  we  believe  to  be  material 
weaknesses. 

Purchasing  Procedures 

The  Town  records  expenditures  only  upon  receipt  of  vendor  invoices. 
Invoices  from  vendors  are  mailed  directly  to  department  heads.  These 
practices  effectively  prevent  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  being  in- 
volved in  the  purchasing  function  or  control  committments  of  the  Town's 
recources . 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  adopt  the  following  procedures: 

1.  Notify  vendors  that  invoices  should  be  sent  to  the  Selectmen's 
office. 

2.  The  Selectmen  should  require  that  department  heads  obtain 
prior  approval  before  committing  the  Town's  resources  over 
certain  dollar  limits  to  be  set  by  the  Board. 

We  feel  that  our  recommendations  are  only  stop-gap  measures  and 
ttongly  suggest  that  the  Town  implement  a  complete  purchase  order 
system  as  soon  as  is  practicable.

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reason- 
able, but  not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets 
against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  the  reliability

Our  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  account- 
trol  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1980,  which  was  set  forth 
rst  paragraph,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses 
in  the  system. 

The  recommendations  on  administrative  and  operational  matters  not 
directly  related  to  internal  accounting  control,  as  listed  below, 
were  developed  from  our  observation  of  the  Town's  operation  during 
our  examination.   They  are  not  the  result  of  a  special  study. 

Investment  of  Idle  Cash 

We  noted  that  at  various  times  during  the  year  the  General  Fund 
checking  account  contained  large  balances  of  temporarily  unneeded 
cash.  We  suggested  yhsy  yhr  Town  implement  cash  budgets  which  will 

>  to  identify  periods  when  temporary  borrowings  will  be  necessary 
and  when  excess  funds  will  be  available  for  investment.   We  recommend 
that,  at  a  minimum,  some  General  Fund  receipts  be  deposited  to  a 

;  account  during  periods  they  are  not  needed  to  finance  operations 

Fixed  Asset  Accounting 

'own  does  not  maintain  accounting  records  for  its  fixed  assets, 
i  is  the  case  with  many  New  Hampshire  communities.   Records  are 
ided  for  control  of  the  assets, as  well  as,  the  insurance  program 
ig-range  planning.   While  we  recognize  that  the  costs  of  any 
mtrol  system  should  not  out  weigh  the  benefits  and  that  the  estab- 
;nt  of  fixed  asset  accounting  records  is  a  major  undertaking 
lieve  that  the  Town  should  give  development  of  these  records  a 
Lgh  priority.   We  offer  the  following  program  for  your  consideration.

In  lv)Sl  t ho  Highway  Department  performed  the  following  major  projects 

u'ViMun'  Sharing  Funds,  we  installed  approximately  800'  of 
water  lines  along  Payson  Hill  Road  from  the  Town  Hall  to  the  Town 
Lee. 

Ditch  cleaning,  asphalt  mix  and  seal  coat  were  given  to  about 
41,000'  on  the  following  roads:  Middle  Winchendon  Road,  Old  Ashburnham 
Road,  Nort-  Street,  Payson  Hill  Road,  Old  New  Ipswich  Road,Goddard 
Road,  Converseville,  Robbins  Road,  Hunt  Hill  Road, Wellington  Road, 
Swan  Point  Road,  East  Lake  Monomonoc  Road  and  Swan  Point  Road.   We 
also  did  3,400'  on  the  Mountain  Road  with  a  portion  regraveled  and 
new  drainage  installed.   2,800'  on  Lord  Brook  was  completed  with 
1,400'  of  new  6  inch  under  drain. 

Winter  funds  were  expended  on  plowing  and  treating  approximately 
60  miles  of  roads.   Our  Winter  budget  was  cut  $  15,000.00  at  Town 
Meeting  due  to  the  mildness  from  January  to  Town  Meeting.   However, 
several  snow  and  ice  storms  in  December  resulted  in  an  overdraft  of 
the  Winter  account.   Winters  are  impossible  to  predict  and  thus 
estimate  spending  costs. 

Major  graveling  was  done  on  the  following  roads:  Old  New  Ipswich 
Road,  Loop  Road,  Goddard  Road,  French  Farm  Road,  Cross  Road  and 
Bancroft  Road. 

We  replaced  and  installed  the  following  size  culverts:  316  feet  of 
12  inch,  30  feet  of  8  inch,  and  120  feet  of  24  inch. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  townspeople 
for  approving  the  purchase  of  our  new  pickup  truck  at  the  last  Town 
Meeting.

The  Trustees  are  very  grateful  to  Mr.  John  Hunt  for  sponsoring  the 
$  500  grant  awarded  by  the  Roy  A.  Hunt  Foundation.  This  gift  enabled 
us  to  purchase  the  much  needed  new  Encyclopedia  Britannica. 

In  December  we  again  suffered  a  severe  loss  with  the  sudden  death 
of  Laura  Green.

REPORT  OF  THE  ACTING  LIBRARIAN 

CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT:  Story  hour  for  grades  1-3  was  held  Monday  after- 
noons.  This  was  conducted  by  Franklin  Pierce  College  students  from 
January  to  May  and  by  Mrs.  Justine  Blackall  from  October  to  December. 
There  was  an  average  attendance  of  17  children.   The  summer  reading 
program  was  an  individual  reading  process  in  which  23  children  parti- 
cipated, 

A  new  book  block  was  purchased  as  well  as  catalog  file  drawers. 
Classes  from  the  school  visit  the  library  on  a  regular  schedule  as 
part  of  their  REAP  program  and  get  books  for  recreational  reading. 

Despite  changes  in  the  staff  the  library  has  continued  as  an  active 
department  of  the  town.   The  meeting  room  has  been  used  by  the  Rec- 
reation Department  for  several  activities,  and  Girl  Scouts  meet  there. 
Mrs.  Jodee  Lee  has  assisted  covering  the  desk  evenings.   Custodian 
Ralph  Green  keeps  the  building  in  good  condition  and  the  only  major 
repairs  this  year  were  staining  the  front  entrance  and  resurfacing 
the  walks.   New  file  drawers  and  a  file  cabinet  were  added  to  the 
equipment . 

Mrs.  Laura  Green  and  Mrs.  Blackall  attended  district  and  state  libr- 
ary meetings.   These  promote  interlibrary  cooperation. 
The  library  subscribes  to  a  number  of  magazines  as  well  as  local 
newspapers,  besides  its  collection  of  fiction  and  non-fiction  hooks. 
There  are  also  large  print  books  available,  and  arrangements  can  be 
made  with  the  State  Library  for  the  loan  of  talking  books  for  the 
visually  and  physically  handicapped. 

Overdue  books  continue  to  be  a  problem.   Books  damaged,  lost  or 
returned  are  an  added  expense,  curtailing  our  purchase  of  new  books. 
We  are  indebted  to  John  Sampson  for  the  donation  of  over  100  new  books 
to  add  to  our  collection. 

And  finally,  this  report  would  not  be  complete  without  mentioning  the

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RINDGE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  -  1981 

During  1981  Conservation  Commission  members  continued  their  attention 
to  dredge  and  fill  matters.   A  letter  of  intervention  was  sent  to  the 
State  Wetlands  Board  on  the  Leo  LaChance  application  to  build  a  marina 
on  Lake  Monomonoc  at  Hubbard  Hill  Road.   Two  members  then  attended  a 
public  hearing  in  Concord  and  spoke  against  the  proposal  which  was 
ultimately  denied.   The  Commission  took  similar  action  against  the 
dam  building  and  dredge  and  fill  plans  of  Robert  Van  Dyke  on  Goddard 
Road.   His  permit  was  granted,  but  he  has  since  been  issued  a  cease 
and  desist  order.   Members  also  investigated  sites  where  dredge  and 
fill  violations  may  have  occurred. 

Lisa  DiRusso  and  Stephanie  Burns  were  sponsored  by  the  Commission  at 
Youth  Conservation  Camp  and  received  scholarships  to  attend  from  Ed 
and  Marge  Stevens  and  the  Monadnock  Bank. 

The  Commission  has  received  an  acid  rain  kit  and  is  testing  the  Ph 
of  rain  and  snow.  The  Ph  has  been  4.5  in  Rindge  while  normal  is  5.6 
and  neutral  is  7  on  a  scale  of  14. 

The  Conservation  Commission  also  had  a  sign  made  for  the  Rindge 
Town  Forest,  invited  William  West  as  a  guest  to  speak  about  Lake 
Contoocook  and  distributed  its  annual  newsletter.

In  1 °S I  wo  worked  on  many  different  projects. First,  we  purchased 
three  new  vehicles;  a  rescue  vehicle  for  the  Fire  Department,  a 

truck  tor  the  Highway  Department,  and  a  Ford  LTD  Cruiser  for 
i  i  oe  Department . 

I  or  road  projects,  extensive  work  was  done  on  Mountain  Road. 
This  involved  removing  a  dangerous  hill,  installing  new  culverts,  and 

sing  the  road  in  order  to  prevent  flooding  in  the  spring.   Under- 
ground drainage  pipes  were  installed  on  Lord  Brook  Road.  Both  roads 
were  graded,  gravelled  and  paved.   Birch  Drive  in  Cathedral  Estates 
met  the  specifications  to  be  accepted  as  a  Class  V  town  road.   The 
road  between  Main  St.  (Old  Rt .  202)  and  School  St.  has  been  permanently 
closed.   There  was  concern  that  traffic  on  this  road  endangered  the 

>ol  children.   In  order  to  further  insure  the  safety  of  our  children 
we  have  added  a  School  Crossing  Guard. 

A  new  water-line  was  installed  between  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Town 
Office  Building. 

We  have  new  Professional  Liability  and  Public  Official  Liability 
Insurance.   The  insurance  company  requested  an  inventory  of  all  items 
in  the  library  and  museum.   This  has  been  completed. 

The  Town  passed  a  new  Master  Plan  for  zoning.  Individuals  who  wish  to 
operate  a  business  from  their  residence  will  be  required  to  obtain 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

We  found  it  necessary  to  establish  new  rules  for  the  use  of  the  Town 
Hall.   From  January  1st  to  April  15th,  the  Town  Hall  will  be  open  only 
on  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays.   This  change  was  made  for  the  purpose  of 
conserving  fuel. 

Revenue  Sharing  Funds  will  be  used   in  1982  to  purchase  Oil  and 
Solvay.   This  will  have  the  effect  of  not  increasing  property  taxes 
$  1.00  per  $  1,000.00  of  assessment. 

Sixty  people  have  applied  for  the  Woodheating  Energy  Tax  Exemption. 
We  would  like  to  remind  the  residents  of  Rindge,  if  they  are  eligible 
for  any  exemptions  such  as  Expanded  Elderly,  Blind,  Veterans  etc., 
they  must  file  for  them  prior  to  April  15,1982.   Also,  Current  Use 
Applications  must  be  filed  by  April  15,  1982. 

The  Town  Hall  needs  to  be  scraped  and  painted.  We  hope  the  people 
will  appropriate  $  5,000.00  towards  this  and  that  the  Church  will 
match  this  amount.   We  are  also  in  need  of  a  site  for  brush  disposal. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  meet  regularly  on  Wednesday  evenings  from  7  to 
9  P.M.   Anyone  who  has  problems  or  other  matters  which  they  would  like 
to  discuss  with  the  Board  are  welcome  to  attend.   For  the  sixth  year 
in  a  row  we  ended  the  year  with  a  surplus. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  town  officers,  employees,  Board  members, 
Town  Counsel,  and  all  the  committees  who  have  worked  so  hard  to  make 
things  run  smoothly  over  the  past  year.   Special  thanks  to  our  secre- 
tary, Mabel  Speckman.   There  are  many  dedicated  people  in  Rindge  and 
we  are  indeed  fortunate  that  so  many  are  willing  to  serve  which  adds 
much  to  the  enjoyment  of  life  in  Rindge.

The  year  1981  was  a  very  husy  one  for  the  members  of  your  Fire  De- 
em.  An  average  of  3^  calls  per  week  or  1  call  very  other  day 
added  to  meetings,  drills,  schools,  equipment  checks,  work  details,  and 
fund  raising  activities  creating  a  very  taxing  situation  both  to  your 
dedicated  firefighters  and  to  their  families.   The  Town  of  Rindge  is 
very  fortunate   to  have  these  people  who  are  willing  to  sacrifice  a 
major  portion  of  their  lives  and  also  to  place  those  lives  in  jeopardy. 

The  new  Rescue  Truck  authorized  by  last  year's  Town  Meeting  was  placed 
in  service  in  August.   The  Rindge  Fire  Fighters  Association  used  monies 
donated  and  earned  to  complete  the  vehicle  and  add  equipment  to  the 
inventory  on  the  truck. 

The  community  was  very  unfortunate  to  be  hit  with  7  serious  and  5 
potentially  serious  structure  fires  making  the  year  one  of  the  worst 
ever.   The  officers  and  personnel  of  the  Rindge  Fire  Dept.  strongly 
recommend  installing  and  maintaining  smoke  detectors  and  also  practicing 
escape  drills  In  '  ■  home  (EDITH). 

The  State  of  N.h.  has  a  new  law  which  went  into  effect  January  1,1982 
requiring  smoke  detectors  to  be  installed  in  all  new  dwellings  and 
those  which  are  substantially  renovated. 

The  Fire  Wards  believe  it  is  time  for  the  Town  to  practice  good 
fire  prevention  in  i^s  public  buildings  by  installing  fire  detection 
systems  which  will  automatically  alert  the  Fire  Dept.  in  the  event  of 
fire.   These  buildings  are  unoccupied  most  of  the  time  which  could  give 
a  fire  a  big  head  start  before  it  was  noticed.  (The  Library  already  has 
such  a  system).   In  the  Fire  Dept.  alone,  the  Town  has  over  a  half 
million  dollars  invested  in  the  building  and  equipment.   The  sad  fact 
is  that  even  a  fire  station  can  burn  and  the  effect  on  the  community 
could  be  devastating.   The  old  saying  about  an  ounce  of  prevention  is 
very  appropriate,  especially  in  these  days  of  tight  money. 

We  hope  that  the  year  1982  will  be  a  healthy  and  fire  safe  one  for 
all  the  citizens  of  Rindge.
